GLADIOLUS  TIPS  AND  SUGGESTIONS 


(The  following  is  written  as  a  possible  help  to  our  customers.  Read  it.) 

We  are  just  going  to  tell  you  in  this  part  of  our  list  a  few  things  about  our  methods  of  growing  Glads  and  informa¬ 
tion  that  may  be  of  value  to  you  as  a  Glad  fan  or  customer.  If  you  are  an  old  customer  of  ours,  it  will  not  be  necessary 
to  tell  you  of  our  courteous  treatment  in  filling  your  orders.  To  our  prospective  new  customers,  we  only  want  to  say 
that  we  are  very  glad  to  greet  you  as  a  new  customer  and  assure  you  that  your  orders  will  be  filled  with  stock  that  is 
as  good  as  can  be  bought.  It  is  not  our  custom  to  make  special  discounts  on  retail  orders,  but  in  filling  orders  we  usually 
include  about  ten  per  cent  in  over  count  and  in  addition  we  sometimes  include  a  few  extras  that  you  have  not  ordered, 
just  for  a  little  surprise. 

We  have  been  selling  Glads  commercially  for  six  years  and  in  this  time  have  received  just  three  kicks  and  these  v/ere 
of  small  importance  and  easily  adjusted  to  our  customers’  satisfaction.  On  the  other  hand  we  receive  many  letters  thank¬ 
ing  us  for  generous  treatment  and  quality  stock.  As  we  ship  bulbs  to  all  parts  of  the  United  States  and  Canada,  we 
feel  that  this  is  a  pretty  good  record. 


Our  bulbs  are  grown  in  the  fertile  Willamette  Valley  of  Oregon,  which  owing  to  its  location  and  climatic  condit:ons 
has  become  one  of  the  most  successful  Glad  growing  sections  of  the  country.  We  have  an  excellent  piece  of  sandy  loam 
for  growing  our  stock,  new  soil  that  is  full  of  humus  and  plant  food.  Our  gardens  are  covered  with  an  overhead  Skinner 
irrigation  system,  which  allows  us  complete  .control  of  moisture  conditions  at  all  times.  Under  ordinary  summer  condi-

tions,  we  irrigate  our  plantings  about  once  a  week  and  follow  up  in  a  few  days  with  thorough  cultivation.  This  method 
insures  a  steady  natural  growth  and  produces  a  fine  high  crowned  bulb  full  of  pep  and  vigor. 

WHAT  BULB  SHALL  I  BUY?  This  question  may  arise  in  your  mind  when  you  get  ready  to  place  your  order 

for  bulbs.  As  you  will  note  from  our  list,  Glads  are  graded  into  six  sizes.  A  number  one  size  being  one  and  one-half 
inches  or  over  in  diameter  and  each  succeeding  size  a  quarter  of  an  inch  smaller  in  diameter.  If  you  want  large  flowers 
for  cutting  or  for  exhibition  purposes,  we  advise  that  you  purchase  one  of  the  three  larger  sizes.  But  if  you  desire  to 
plant  for  increase  of  your  stock  or  for  resale  the  following  year,  it  is  advisable  to  buy  the  smaller  sizes  or  bulblets. 
We  plant  nearly  all  of  the  two  smaller  sizes  to  grow  our  larger  bulbs  for  the  following  season  and  produce  our  smaller 
sizes  from  bulblets  grown  one  year.  Nearly  all  varieties  will  bloom  from  even  the  smaller  sizes  and  sometimes  from 
bulblets,  but  of  course  the  blooms  will  not  be  as  large  as  from  the  larger  bulbs. 

BULBLET  GERMINATION  is  probably  the  hardest  part  of  growing  Glads,  but  if  handled  properly  should  not  be 
very  difficult.  One  of  the  main  secrets  in  a  good  germination  is  to  procure  your  bulblets  from  young  stock.  Get  them 
from  bulblet  grown  stock  if  possible.  Bulblets  from  old  bulbs  are  often  times  worthless  the  first  year.  Although  if  these 
same  bulblets_  are  held  over  and  planted  the  second  year  they  will  germinate  very  readily.  We  discovered  something  last 
season  by  accident.  During  the  winter  we  had  a  cold  snap  that  lasted  about  two  weeks  and  during  this  time  we  kept  a 
constant  fire  in  our  bulb  warehouse  to  protect  our  stock  from  freezing.  Our  bulblets  were  still  in  trays  and  located  near 
our  stove.  They  naturally  became  very  dry  and  last  spring  when  we  planted  we  got  a  very  good  germination  from  bulblets 
from  the  larger  bulbs,  even  those  varieties  that  we  had  always  had  difficulty  in  germinating.  This  excess  drying  process 
seemed  to  serve  the  same  purpose  as  holding  them  over  one  year.  Soak  your  bulblets  about  two  weeks  in  water  before  you 
plant  them.  This  tends  to  soften  the  hard  shell  about  them  and  aids  in  a  better  germination.  It  is  even  better  to 
place,  them  under  glass  for  several  days,  until  sprouted.  Keep  them  thoroughly  moistened  at  all  times  before  and  after 
planting.  They  will  grow  good  if  planted  in  trenches  like  garden  peas  or  if  you  have  only  a  few  and  they  are  choice  ones, 
peel  them  and  plant  them  singly  about  two  inches  deep. 

Every  variety  we  offer  in  this  list  is  well  worth  growing,  but  we  are  going  to  touch  on  a  few  of  the  most  out¬ 
standing  ones.  Here  is  the  five  varieties  that  we  won  first  on  at  the  Oregon  State  Fair  last  September:  Mr.  W.  H. 
Phipps,  Tycko  Zang,  Giant  Nymph,  Mrs.  F.  C.  Peters  and  John  T.  Pirie.  Five  mighty  good  Glads  and  all  reasonably 
priced. 

Of  the  pinks,  Mr.  W.  H.  Phipps  is  probably  the  most  out-standing  Glad  on  the  market  today.  A  wonderful  color  with 
as  high  as  twenty  florets  open  at  one  time  and  the  bottom  ones  holding  good  till  the  whole  spike  is  in  bloom.  Richard 
Diener  is  another  pink  that  you  should  have,  a  beautiful  color  that  stands  up  well  under  adverse  conditions.  Catherine 
Coleman  is  another  pink  that  is  in  a  class  by  itself.  A  tall  growing,  wide  open  flower  that  is  sure  to  please  you.  And  don’t 
forget  Iwa,  Wm.  Badger  and  Miss  Madison. 

In  the  lavender  color,  Capt.  Boynton,  Mrs.  F.  C.  Peters  and  B.  L.  Smith  are  among  the  best  of  the  cheaper  ones. 
Perhaps  the  finest  of  this  color  is  the  new  variety  Minuet.  A  dandy  Glad  and  used  as  a  measuring-  stick  for  all  other 
varieties  of  this  color.
